The President was 
thanked for his offer 5f mediation to 
the warring nations of Europe. 

“We now appeal to the President and 
to Congress,” said the petition, “to plead 
with the Government of Japan through 
her Ambassador at Washington in the 
name of humanity, civilization and uni- 
versal peace to refrain from carrying 
the war into the far East, by demanding 
that Germany abandon all her political 
and commercial interests in China. 

“Instead of throwing the firebrand of 
war into the far East, Japan should be 
fair and submit any grievances she has 
against Germany or against any other 
nation to The Hague peace tribunal, 
where no doubt other questions of the 
present conflict will be submitted.” The 
petition was signed by C. J. Hexamer;

Emergency. Measure Will Be 
Put Before House to Assist 


the. Registry Act. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Emergency 
legislation to create a Government bu- 
reau which would insure steamers trans- 
porting American products abroad dur- 
ing war in Hurope was ready for pre- 
sentation In the House today. It would 
supplement the new shipping bill passed 
by Congress authorising admittance of 
foreign-built steamers to American reg- 
istry and the protection of the United 
States flag. 

The measure, which has the approval 
of the administration, was one of the 
War emergency measures proposed at 
the recent Washington conference of 
business men. Secretary McAdoo and 
other Cabinet members said that un- 
less war risk insurance were provided, 
comparatively few steamers would take 
advantage of the new shipping Jaw in 
the immediate future. The bill pro- 
poses the establishment of a $5,000,000 
insurance fund, to be administered 
through a Treasury Department bureau. 

The shipping bill was reddy for Pres- 
ident Wilson's signature today. It 
authorizes the President, in his discre- 
tion, to guspend the requirement that all 
watch officers of American vessels in 
foreign trade be United States citizens, 
and the clause requiring survey, in- 
spection and measurement of vessels by 
American officials. 


Senate and House conferees on the bill 
that foreign-built vessels taking Amer- 
ican registry within the next two years 
be admitted to coastwise trade, were ce- 
feated.. The proposal originated in the 
Senate, which receded from this and 
several other amendments, in order to 
expedite the shipping measure, and 
adopted the bill which already had been 
passed by the House. This bill em- 
bodies the plan of the administration 
for emergency shipping aid. 

The President discussed the war risk 
bill today with Senator Clarke of Ar- 
kansas, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce and it was de- 
cided that the bill would be introduced 
in Congress immediately and passed as 
quickly as possible.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Secretary 
Bryan today refused to discuss the Jap- 
anese ujtimatum with Haniel Haim- 
hausen, the German Charge, the latter 
stated, the Sécretary saying he wished 
to remain absolutely neutral - in» the 
whole affair. The United States had 
received no representations from. the 
German Emperor's Government so far 
as Haimhausen caule say. 

Discussing the Japanese demands for 
fhe German evacuation of Kiau Chau, 
the German Charge said he had re- 
ceived no intimation from his own Gov- 
ernment as to the answer that would 
Personally, how- 
he believed Germany should 
y relinquish the entire territory 
of Kiauchau to China from whom the 
property was leased to avoid the useless 
sacrifice of the lives of the small Ger- 
man garrison at Tsing Tsau. 

Haimhausen also took up the wireless 
gituation and explained to Secretary 
Bryan that both Sayville and Tuckerton 
Stations were controlled by American 
companies.

From well posted sources here it is 
gathered that Germany’s position offi- 
cially is likely to be along the following 
general lines:

Baron Speck had served in China 
before coming here, and took a promi- 
nent part in the negotiations connected 
with the establishment of colonies. He 
maintained that it was reasonable and 
natural for Germany, with increasing 
population and commerce, to seek’ colo- 
nies abroad as England had done.

“We rejoice to learn the United States 
accepts as satisfactory Japan's assut- 
ance regarding restoration of Kiauchau 
to China. President Wilson’s confidence 
that Japan will fulfill her undertaking 
is entirely shared by allied Powers of 
Europe. ‘ 

The Daily News, tn: noting America’s 
apparent willingness to accept Japan's 
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immediately would arise. There are 
other German possessions in the Pacific 
as desirable’*#Ad*US Helpless as 
Chinese naval station—German New 
Guinea and Bismarck Island, for ex- 
ample. Any Japanese movement in 
these directions would create a _  pro- 
found sensation in Australia and an at- 
tack on the German islands of the 
Samoan group would involve the Unitec 
States. We don’t, however, think it 
will be found that Japan has any in- 
tention of taking a course which wouid 
bring her into conflict with British as 
well as American feeling.’’ 

The Daily Mail says: “Our Americae 
friends need feel no uneasiness. As- 
sistance which Japan is rendering us 
in this war must of necessity be bound 
to protection of her shipping and ex- 
pulsion of Germany from mainland of 
China. There cannot be any question 
of Japan seizing any of Germany’s pos- 
sessions in the Pacific or of establishing 
herself between. the. United. States and 
the Philippines. There is nothing in the 
part she is playing that is opposed to 
the interest of the United States.”’ 
The following statement was issued by 
the British official Press Bureau:. 
“Any action Japan takes against Ger- 
many will not extend beyond the China 
seas, except in so far as may be neces- 
sary to protect Japanese’ shipping 
lines.”’ | 
Earlier in the day a dispatch was 
made public by the Press Bureau an- 
nouncing that China now is willing to 
allow Japan to expel the Germans from 
Kiauchau and is determined to recover 
the leased territory through her own 
initiative, and is forwarding troops to 
begin battle for their recovery. 

The British Government is said to be 
anxious that Japan's move in sending 
an ultimatum to Germany should not 
be misunderstood, either in Great Brit- 
ain or in America. It is therefore care- 
ful to point out that the Japanese ulti- 
matum to Germany was delivered only 
after full consultation between Tokio 
and London, and with the approval and 
consent of the Government officials «f 
Downing street.

Mrs. Busch was at her villa in Nor- 
mandy when England declared war on 
Germany. She started immediately for 
London, accompanied by her daughter, 
her three grandchildren and her nephew 
In the party also were two Frencr 
maids, an Austrian chauffeur, his wife 
and three children and a German valet. 
Down to Six Shillings. 

The entire party eventually got to 
Boulogne, taking a night boat for En- 
gland. All slept on deck. When al. 
hands arrived in London, Mrs. Busch, 
who can write a check in seven figures, 
had exactly six shillings in her pocket- 
book. She went directly to the Amert- 
can embassy. Ambassador Page ad- 
vised her to get in touch with the Amer- 
ican Relief Committee at the Savoy Ho- 
tel. Harvey was the first person Mra 
Busch met there. 

“Will you kindly cable to my. bank- 
ers in New York?’ Mrs. Busch asked 
Mr. Harvey, “and have $25,000 sent to 
me immediately?’ ‘‘We shall do what 
we can for you, Mrs. Busch,’’ replied 
Mr. Harvey. “Pending the arrival of 
sufficient money to relieve your wants, 
please accept this & note from me.” 

Mrs. Busch did so gladly. After con- 
siderable cabling Mr. Harvey managed 
to have $5000 deposited to the credit 
of Mrs. Busch with a London banking 
institution. In her anxiety to catch an 
early steamer for America, Mrs. Busch 
offered to pay a premium of £1000 ($6000) 
for suitable cabin accommodations, She 
was informed by the Relief Committee 
that accommodations would be obtained 
for her and her party without the pay- 
ment of a premium. After some nego- 
tiating, Mrs. Busch, her daughter an 
three grandchildren were booked on the 
St. Louis of the American line, sched- 
uled to sail Aug. 15.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 18.—United 
States Senator Hlihu Root, temporary 
chairman, in addressing the Republican 
State convention, which opened here to- 
day, declared that the Democratic party.

which they proposed to set free every 
American from the incubus of too great 
success by others, to reduce the cost 
of living, and to give new life and pros- 
Lerity to American production and com- 
merce,” had failed.

“As an echo to the cheers saluting the 
victory of Man over the American Cor- 
dillera, I thought I heard the distant 
rattle of the French mitrailleuses | de- 
fending the holy soil of the Fatherland 
against the German aggressors. 

On the same day when was ended the 
great war initiated by the French 
genius against Nature for the benofit 
of mankind, another great war was be- 
gun, the war against the intolerable 
G@man military arrogance and autoc- 
racy. 

“And the day that war began I was 
not in France to do my duty! I was 
in Panama. 

“Since the beginning of my official 
connection with the Panama Cana) it 
has caused me an unceasing series of 
moral hardships, sufferings and trials. 

“Never was the trial so cruel, never 
was the tribute paid by me to the great 
enterprise so costly, as on the very day 
of the final triumph. 

“On that day, which I have been 
awaiting for 30 years, I was separated 
by 5000 miles from my place of duty in 
France. I have been expecting for 4 
years to fulfill that duty, and the serv- 
ice of the Panama Canal has prevented 
me from fulfilling it on the day of call. 
“What a tragic coincidence, but also 
what a symbol of hope! 

“What an auspicious and happy fact,

The Senate's adoption of the House Ship Reg- 
istry Bill is the frst step towards the solution 
of the ocean transportation problem. That the

Meanwhile, pending the organizing of the mer- 
chant marine, Oongress should give the adminis- 
tration freedom of action in co-operating with 
business interests to move American products at 
once. All the resources of the navy should be 
utilized for this purpose. 

The Post-Dispatch repeats with urgent em- 
phasis our suggestion thai the Government use 
all of its naval transport facilities and bring 
sufficient naval auxiliaries to meet the imme 
diate emergency. Authorizing private capital 
to act under enlarged powlts is a step in the 
right direction for the future, but it does not 
assure a supply of ships for the pressing needs 
of the farmers, manufacturers and merchants. 
It does not lift the blockade on American 
products which is putting the railroads out of 
business and is creating a menacing business 
crisis. 

In the best speech yet delivered in the Senate 
on this subject Senator Stone advocated the 
Post-Dispatch’s plan. He urged that “the United 
States purchase foreign-built ships and use them 
for the transportation of farm products and mer- 
chandise to Burope, the Orient and South Amer- 
ica,” where markets await American supplies. 

Affirming that private capital would be slow 
to move and would require Government backing 
and co-operation, Senator Stone supplemented 
the Post-Dispatch’s argument on the soundness 
of the principle of Government action in such 
an emergency with an unanswerable statement 
of the case. He said in part: 

I hear talk about the Government assum- 
ing war risks, war insurance on cargoes and 
on ships. Then they would be run at the risk 
of the Government wholly. 

If these ships go or attempt to go into 
foreign ports and are taken and destroyed or 
confiscated who would pay the bills? The 
Treasury of the United States. 

Of course, ships would go under such cir- 
cumstances.” f have heard it sald that an 
7 American company might be organized which 
would purchase ships and the Government 
guarantee the bonds with which to buy them. 

Suppose we did that, what is the difference 
in effect between the Government buying the 
ships and paying for them in cash and under- 
writing the bonds of the private corporation 
that would buy them and own them, and the 
Government have a lien upon the ships them- 
selves?

The United States is now the supply depot of the 
civilized world.

David Clark of Charlotte, N. C., an authority 
on the textile industry, sees a great opportunity 
for American cotton mills. But how many 
ruonths will it be before the interests that own 
the mills appreciate the magnitude of the op- 
portunity and make the preparations that will 
increase the domestic consumption of raw oot- 
tun? 

It is the uncertainty of the outlook that af- 
fects demand and prices at the moment. But in 
the meantime thousands of planters are depen- 
dent on their cotton and must sell their crop. 
Mr. Clark and others are sure the demoralisation 
ix only temporary. All this year’s cotton is 
going to be needed some time. One of the great- 
est periods of cotton prosperity known is predict- 
ed for the future. But how much good will that 
do the planter who must have money now? 

Government aid could be of important assist- 
ence in maintaining the market under these ab- 
normal conditions, but just what form should 
Government aid take? The Government engaged 
more or less extensively in the cotton business 
during our Civil War and no great shock might 
result if it engaged in it again. But the problem 
then was to get cotton to a clamorous market. 
The problem now is to hold cotton until a mar- 
ket can be found for clamorous growers. 
Liberal crop-moving advances to Southern 
bankers would seem to be the simplest solution 
util the new banking system can afford relief. 
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AERIAL MURDEREBRBS. 

Geoffrey Young, in an interesting description 
of a trip from Brussels to Namur, as Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, tells, in Monday’s Post- 
Dispatch, about watching an aviator who flew 
over Namur and was supposed to be a Belgian. 
Half an hour later, the correspondent saw an 
fold civilian brought im;~horribly wounded. Both 
his legs had been shattered and his head ter- 
ribly injured by the explosion in his street of 
a dynamite hand grenade, flung down by the 
aviator who had been thought te be a friend. 
This is but a repetition of many incidents re- 
ported, in which aviators have committed eold- 
bicoded murder by throwing bombs down among 
unresisting noncombatants. If the present war 
is not to become a carnival of barbarity, these 
aerial murderers should be promptly punished 
as they deserve. Their crime is more than 
usually cowardly, and wholly indefensible.

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UNDERTAEKERS CHEER UP. 

The action of the Michigan undertakers, re- 
ported in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, might be fol- 
lowed with advantage by undertakers in Mis- 
souri and elsewhere. The Michigan undertakers 
bave discarded the conventional high hat, frock 
coat and black gloves. They now wear neat 
business suits at funerals, of a dark shade, but 
not suggestive of griefs which they cannot be 
expected to feel. 

Why should not the undertakers, now known 
os funeral directors, cheer up? Why should 
they make outward profession of sharing in the 
mourning when that, as everybody concerned 
must know, is too much to expeet of human na- 
ture? Funeral direction is a business and there 
ia no use in disguising that fact. But conducting 
a funeral is also a social service, and we do not 
advise the undertaker to go to the other extreme 
and practice levity. Let him be sober and sym- 
pathetic. That is all we have a right to expect, 
except, perhaps, that he reduce hig bill a trifle. 
If the mourners are to do all tne mourning they 
sbould not be expected to pay for that part of 
which the funeral director and his men are 
relieved.

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PAY FOR PRISONERS OF WAR. 
Belgium has introduced a new feature to dis- 
tinguish the wars of civilization from those of 
barbarism. Instead of keeping its prisoners of 
war in idleness and close confinement, that 
result in physical weakness and general demoral- 
ization, it will permit them to be employed in 
gainful occupations, chiefly in the fields to re- 
place husbandmen called to the ranks in defense 
of Belgium's independence. It will even provide 
a small wage for those who take advantage of 
the epportunity. It will have to be very small 
if it does not equal the soldier's pay received 
from their own Government. 

This humane idea, voluntarily put into effect, 
is at least equal in merit to some of those that 
have been a subject of formal covenant in 
Geneva and other international conferences.

KITCHENER, THE COMING MAN? 
From the Philadelphia Inquirer, 
It is a curious fact that although all 


Europe is an armed camp and that there 
have been wars almost constantly for 
generations, the only military man with 
a first-class reputation outside of Japan 
is Lord Kitchener of Khartoum, just 
promoted te be War Minister of Great 
Britain. If he were a Frenchman, or 
German, or Russian os Austrian he 
would,.command.all the armies of ‘is 
country. The fact that Great Britain 
is ingularly isolated and is without a 
great army makes it seem certain that 
she will do less on the field than en 
the seas. Scoffers will point to the 
fact that Kitchener has a reputation 
beyond all demonstration because his 
only campaigns have been against the 
negroes under the Khalifa and | 
Boers—in both instances rather li 
meat for a great nation. But this is 
a narrow view, since Kitchener's rep- 
utation is that of an administrator of 
armies rather than a fighter, althouga 
in the latter case he has made abun- 
dantly good. 

In the Soudan, as in South Africa, 
Lord Kitchener showed astonishiag 
powers of administration and executive 
ability combined with the very unusual 
military quality of economy. He wavtes 
nothing. He organizes for a definite 
end and insists that every factor bear 
on that purpose and with unerring ac- 
curacy. In the Soudan campaign ae 
fought not so much the people @ the 
desert. He crossed deserts with rail- 
ways and ordered things to be done 2n 
time. He sent to Philadelphia for the 
Atbara bridge, which was delivered on 
shipboard inalde of seven weeks. He 
planned the battle of Omdurman much 
as a chess player lays out a game on 
paper, and the end justified his calcu. 
lations.

WALL ST. STILL 
WAITS ON TH 
STOCK TRADING 


Curb Business Shows Increased 
Orders; Exchange Market 
Easier. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 

Bureau‘ef the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The Evening 
Post, in its copwaiehted financial review 
today, says: 

“Restoration of the foreign exchange 
market made further gradual progress 
today and rates drew nearer to normal 
figures. Complete return to workable 
conditions no doubt awaits full resump- 
tion of merchandise export facilities in 
the case of New York and London and 
some positive result on the Belgian bat- 
tle fields, in the case of France and 
Germany. 

“A violent rise in wheat today was 
the plainest witness to what the trade 
expects; it reflected unmistakably the 
substantial increase in the export move- 
ment sinee this week began. Once this 
is under way we shall hear little more 
about the hundred millions of gold 
which London expects us to send to 
Ottawa. 

Prices Are Steady, 

“Prices on the irregular and unauthor- 
ized ‘curb market’ for Stock Exchange 
Securities have been so well maintained 
in the trading of recent days that today 
there was evidence of a shifting of 
business from the curb to the Stock 
Exchange Clearing House, in which lat- 
ter spot the exchange officials them- 
selves have authorized private trading, 
provided prices fixed are not below the 
Closings of June 30.

It may be described 
as a case in which the responsible au- 
thorities hesitate to raise the lid through 
fear of what may be found beneath it. 
Yet, sooner or later, the action must 
be taken, and meantime not only Wall 
street, but the legitimate investing com- 
munity, is growing restive. 

“There are two sides to the question. 
In favor of reopening, at the earliest 
feasible moment, is, first, the fact that 
holders of Stock Exchange securities, 
whose persona] reasons for wishing to 
turn their holdings into cash may be 
urgent, have some plain rights in the 
matter. But quite aside.from that, both 
the recent course of prices on the curb 
and the experience of other panics goes 
to show that the natural level of values 
at this time would not be much if at all 
below those quoted the day before the 
Stock Exchange closed down 

“To this the opponents of reo ening— 
largely the banking interest—reply, first, 
that the curb market rices do nou 
break, because the facilities of that 
market will not admit of extensive 
realizing sales for European count, 
whereas an officially reopened” Stock 
Exchange would at once have to taks 
such offerings.
